INTRODUCTION 


Many  years  ago  Messrs.  Koopman  of  Boston  realized  the 
growing  interest  in  Early  American  Furniture,  Glass  and  Pottery, 
and  then  determined  to  collect  assiduously  to  meet  the  ever-in- 
creasing demand.  Boston,  long  a  cabinetmaking  center  of  renown, 
naturally  gave  a  first-hand  field  to  be  combed  through  carefulh' 
tor  ancient  American  Furniture,  and  this  collection,  now  offered 
at  public  sale  without  reserve  by  the  American  Art  Association, 
is  tlie  result  of  these  efforts,  together  with  a  number  of  allied 
objects  mainly  of  English  origin,  that  have  been  gathered  abroad. 
Among  the  earlier  Americana  is  a  carved  Pine  Bible  Box,  a 
Painted  Oak  Scrutoir,  a  Pine  and  Oak  Chest  of  Drawers,  an  ex- 
ceptionally fine  Rock  Maple  Gateleg  Table  and  a  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  Decorated  Bridal  Chest  dated  1733.  Several  of  these  have 
been  illustrated  in  Nutting's  "Furniture  of  the  Pilgrim  Century," 
or  are  so  allied  in  type  that  they  must  be  of  similar  origin. 

There  is  also  a  rare  set  of  eight  carved  Beech  Chairs,  and 
another  set  of  Walnut  that  are  of  the  seventeenth  century  and 
very  like  cognate  types  shown  by  Nutting.  Several  Pine  and 
Maple  Farmhouse  Tables  and  Settees  will  be  no  doubt  eagerly 
sought  for  on  account  of  their  archaic  and  interesting  lines.  Pass- 
ing to  the  mid-eighteenth  century  and  later,  the  age  of  Mahogan}" 
and  Satinwood,  we  find  several  interesting  and  distinctly  Boston 
types  of  Furniture  made  by  Keys  &  Lockwood,  a  famous  old  firm 
of  cabinetmakers ;  these  are  a  double  tambour  Mahogany  Writing 
Desk,  a  Satinwood  inlaid  Desk  unique  in  its  strong  decorative 
quality,  and  a  combination  Sideboard  and  Desk,  the  front  being 
fitted  with  a  deep  quadranted  central  drawer  having  a  falling 
front;  two  Tables,  one  for  sewing  and  one  for  writing,  have  been 
given  to  Duncan  Phyffe.  There  are  a  good  High-boy  and  a  Maple 
Tall  Case  Clock  of  obvious  merit.  A  Patriotic  Willard  Banjo 
Clock  in  fine  condition,  celebrating  Macdonough's  Victory  on  Lake 
Champlain,  is  in  interesting  original  condition. 

The  English  furniture  is  comprised  of  quite  a  number  of 
excellent  Queen  Anne  Walnut  Mirrors,  Bureaus,  Desks,  and  Cab- 
inets. Rich  in  color  and  with  rarely  grained  woods :  Hepplewhite 
and  Sheraton  Mahogany  and  Satinwood  Tables,  Chairs  and 
Settees,  Chippendale  Card  Tables  and  a  fine  Mahogany  Tall  Case 


Clock  by  Gillett  of  Manclicster.  ConiplciiR'nting  these  are  two 
Chinese  Chippendale  Screens  of  great  decorative  merit,  one  in 
wall  paper,  the  other  covered  with  a  richly  toned  printed  chintz. 

There  are  two  interesting  oak  Refectory'  Tables,  and  with 
them  .several  seventeenth  century  Chairs,  Chests  and  smaller 
Tables. 

Although  the  painted  Iron  Garden  Furniture  is  not  very 
old,  it  is  all  patterned  on  fine  eighteenth  century  models  that 
are  now  so  much  in  demand. 

A  few  pieces  of  Old  Silver,  two  fine  pairs  of  early  Andirons, 
one  of  Boston  Bell-metal,  lustred  Brass  Lamps,  a  large  Brass 
Aviary,  Pewter  and  Forged  Iron  Torcheres,  hel])  to  give  a  New 
England  flavor  to  the  collection. 

An  eighteenth  century  American  Black  Marble  Portal,  with 
sculptured  statuary  enrichments,  is  most  alluring  in  its  simple 
lines  and  restraint  of  detail. 

There  are  among  the  specimens  of  American  and  English 
Glass  most  distinguished  groups  of  Early  Sandwich  in  quantities 
sufficiently  large  for  Table  Service — this,  of  course,  is  very  un- 
usual indeed;  also  Bristol  and  Waterford  Lustres,  Compotiers 
similarly  distinguished  in  their  own  way. 

One  or  two  pieces  of  Early  Bennington  represent  America 
among  quite  a  gathering  of  beautiful  Stafl'ordshire  Silver  Resist 
and  Lustred  Pitchers,  a  contemporary  figure  of  Franklin,  Wedg- 
wood Candlesticks,  Jardinieres  and  a  unique  Jelly  Mold,  })ainted 
on  the  inner  mold  so  that  the  flowers  can  be  seen  through  the 
jelly  before  it  is  served;  the  only  known  other  in  as  perfect  con- 
dition as  this,  is  on  exhibition  at  South  Kensington  Museum, 
London.  Two  eighteenth  century  Chinese  Lowestoft  Cachepots, 
showing  French  influence,  are  more  than  delightful,  and  so  are 
the  Tea  Services,  one  from  the  same  source,  the  other  from  the 
Chamberlain-Worcester  Kilns. 

Two  exceptionally  large  and  well-veined  golden  yellow  and 
purple  Derbyshire  Blue  John  Vases,  so  very  seldom  seen  in  Amer- 
ica, seem  to  find  an  easy  setting  near  their  neighborly  ])otteries. 


CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


T.  Rejection  of  bids:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate 
with  the  value  of  the  article  offered  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal 
or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his 
judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injurioush\ 

II.  The  buyer:  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and 
if  any  dispute  arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer 
shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in 
dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  part  payment  by  buyer:  The  name 
of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale 
thereof,  and  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving 
the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and 
address. 

Payment  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all 
or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot 
or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put 
up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the 
auctioneer's  hammer  and  thereafter  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  or  any  damage  to  any 
article  occasioned  by  theft,  fire,  breakage  or  any  other  cause. 

V.  Delivery  of  purchases :  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will 
be  made  only  upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all 
purchases  at  the  sale. 

Deliveries  will  be  made  at  the  place  of  sale  or  at  the  storage 
warehouse  to  which  purchases  may  have  been  removed. 

Deliveries  at  the  American  Art  Galleries  will  be  made  only 
between  the  hours  of  9  A.  M.  and  1  P.  M.  on  sales'  days  and  on 
other  days — except  holidays,  when  no  deliveries  will  be  made — 
between  the  hours  of  9  A.  M.  and  5  P.  M. 

Deliveries  at  places  of  sale  other  than  the  American  Art 
Galleries  will  be  made  only  during  the  forenoon  following  the  day 
of  sale  unless  by  special  notice  or  arrangement  to  the  contrary. 


Deliveries  at  the  storage  warehouse  to  which  goods  may  have 
been  sent  will  be  made  on  any  day  other  than  holidays  between 
the  hours  of  9  and  5. 

Deliveries  of  any  purchases  of  small  articles  likely  to  be  lost 
or  mislaid  may  be  made  at  the  discretion  of  the  auctioneer  during 
the  session  of  the  sale  at  which  they  were  sold. 

VI.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for 
goods:  Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  cither  not  called  for  by 
the  ])urchaser  or  delivered  upon  his  or  her  order  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale  will  be  turned  over  by  the  Associa- 
tion to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the 
cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  will  be  charged  against  the  pur- 
chaser and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal 
or  storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser. 

NOTE :  The  Limited  space  of  the  Delivery  Rooms 
of  the  Association  makes  the  above  requirements 
necessary,  and  it  is  not  alone  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Association,  but  also  for  that  of  its  patrons,  whose 
goods  otherwise  would  have  to  be  so  crowded  as  to 
be  subject  to  damage  and  loss. 

VII.  Shipping:  Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases 
is  a  business  in  which  the  Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  and 
will  not  be  performed  by  the  Association  for  purchasers.  The 
Association  will,  however,  afford  to  purchasers  every  facility  for 
employing  at  current  and  reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers ; 
doing  so,  however,  without  any  assumption  of  responsibility  on 
its  part  for  the  acts  and  charges  of  the  parties  engaged  for  such 
.service. 

VIII:  Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to 
catalogue  every  lot  correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at 
the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfec- 
tion, but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the 
Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness, 
authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set  aside 
on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.  Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and 
without  recourse. 


Every  lot  is  on  public  cxliibition  one  or  more  davs  prior  to  its 
sale,  and  the  Association  will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of 
any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that  any  lot  has  been  incor- 
recth'  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who 
thereby  will  become  responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result 
were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

IX.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Associa- 
tion for  responsible  parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail, 
telegraph  or  telephone  will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without 
charge  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made  will  be  subject  to 
the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a 
purchase  of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who 
has  not  through  himself  or  his  agent  been  present  at  the  exhibi- 
tion or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be  returned 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale  and  the  purchase  money  will 
be  refunded  if  the  lot  in  any  manner  differs  from  its  catalogue 
description. 

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  written  and 
given  with  such  plainness  as  to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstand- 
ing. Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given,  but  also  the  title, 
and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot,  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  art,  the 
bid  per  volume  or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  trans- 
mitting the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Association,  a  deposit  should 
be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Catalogues :  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue  or  any 
session  thereof,  will  be  furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges 
commensurate  with  the  duties  involved  in  copying  the  necessary 
information  from  the  records  of  the  Association.
